It was given out today 
that on Tuesday the contract for grad­ 
ing the Monaca half of the line had 
been let 
to Thomas McNally, and 
that the other half, extending to Ches­ 
ter, had been let to Bootn & FI inn. 
The contractors all belong in Pitts­ 
burg. 
They are under agreement to com­ 
mence the work by April I, 1902, or 
♦triter lf the season permits. An ef­ 
fort will be made to have trains run­ 
ning over the Monaca extension by 
next autumn or December, 1902. 
A direct line will thus 
be

Chester to Pittsburg and its shipping 
facilities greatly benefited. For some 
time the Pennsylvania has intended 
to push its line up the right bank 
■of the river, owing to the numerous 
new industries on that side aud

From a Mau’i Hand. 
Some years ago the writer paid a vis­ 
it to Alvan Clark af Cambridgeport to 
witness Ute testing of the huge lens for 
the famous Lick telescope. At the end 
of the long, dark room the largest flint 
glass then iii the world was set up on 
edge. 
From a distance of about fifty 
feet a pencil of light was flashed into 
the heart of the disk and reflected back 
into the observer’s eye. 
The slightest 
imperfections, if any, in the glass would 
then be revealed by tile curves of light 
and tile lines of polarization.
